Warsaw man dies 
in U.S. 42 wreck 


A Warsaw man died 
and a mother and her two 
children were injured in a 
head-on crash on U. S. 42 
east of Warsaw, early last 
Friday morning, Dec. 14. 

The accident occurred 
about 7:30 a.m. when a 
vehicle driven by Dani¬ 
elle Miller, of Warsaw, 
ran into a vehicle driven 
by Joseph Gripshover, 
30, of Warsaw. Miller was 
traveling west and Grip¬ 
shover, who died in the 
accident, was going east. 
Miller was crowned Ms. 
Gallatin County last sum¬ 
mer. 

Police say Miller’s 
two children, Samuel and 
Jacob, were in the back 


seat and that one of boys 
got out of his seatbelt and 
stood up. The police report 
says Miller turned around 
to get the child to sit down 
and that’s when her vehi¬ 
cle crossed the centerline 
and hit Gripshover, who 
was wearing a seatbelt. 
He was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 

Miller was transported 
by Gallatin County EMS 
to the University of Cin¬ 
cinnati Hospital and has 
been released. Jacob was 
flown by helicopter and 
Samuel was transported 
by ambulance to Univer¬ 
sity of Cincinnati Hospi¬ 
tal. All three are recover¬ 
ing from their injuries. 


The shooting tragedy 
last Friday, Dec. 14, at 
Sandy Hook Elemen¬ 
tary school in Newtown, 
Connecticut has stunned 
and saddened Gallatin 
County as it has the rest 
of the country. Twenty 
first graders and six adults 
died in the attack that 
was the worst elementary 
school rampage the coun¬ 
try has ever seen. 

An emotionally dis- 


only staff can access those 
doors.” 

Gallatin County Sher¬ 
iff Josh Neale said school 
safety was his top priority. 

“We are going to do 
everything we can to pre¬ 
vent such a tragedy from 
happening here,” he said. 
“We have an armed dep¬ 
uty sheriff (Ryan Morris) 
on duty at the schools at 
all times. He’s a great re¬ 
source for many reasons. 
We will meet with school 
officials on Jan. 2, to dis¬ 
cuss and develop ways 
of keeping our children 
safe.” 

Many young students 
and their parents are 
deeply troubled by the 
killings and Perkins said 
it’s important for parents 
to make their children feel 
safe by talking to them 
about their worries and 
concerns. 

She also says it’s vital 
for parents to make their 
home feel like “a safe

pleaded not guilty to a 
charge of wanton murder 
and five other charges at 
his arraignment in Circuit 
Court Monday morning. 

LeGrand was arrested 


last Tuesday, Dec. 11, for 
his part in a July accident 
on U. S. 127 that killed 
one man and injured two 
Gallatin County EMS 
workers. He also pleaded

the influence, two charges 
of assault, criminal mis¬ 
chief and leaving the 
scene of accident. 

The accident occurred, 
Tuesday, July 24, at 10 
a.m. when police say Le- 
Grand’s Jeep crossed the 
centerline and ran head-on 
into a county ambulance. 
The ambulance was tak¬ 
ing dialysis patient John 
Little, 59, from Gallatin 
Health Care in Warsaw 
to Northern Kentucky for 
treatment. The accident 
demolished both vehicles 


and left the ambulance 
resting on its roof. Little 
was strapped on a cot and 
it’s believed he suffered 
fatal injuries after he re¬ 
leased the cot’s straps and 
fell four feet to the ceiling 
of the ambulance. 

LeGrand was seriously 
injured in the crash as was 
medic David Waltz and 
the ambulance driver Jus¬ 
tin Shields. 

LeGrand wiil be back 
in court on Leb. 4, at 9:30 
a.m. for a preliminary 
hearing. 


Five face drug charges 


Live Gallatin County 
residents were arrested 
on drug charges in two 
incidents on Sunday, Dec. 
16. 

In Warsaw, four people 
were jailed after State Po¬ 
lice troopers discovered 
they were allegedly buy¬ 
ing and selling prescrip¬ 
tion pills in their home 
near the Gallatin County 
Middle School. Troopers 
and Warsaw Police of¬ 
ficers responded to 117 
Riverview Drive after 
receiving a call about a 
woman causing a distur¬ 
bance at the home where 
Chelsea Debord, 20; John 
Z. Lrancis, 23; John M. 
Lrancis, 55; and Edna 
Lrancis, 48; lived. 

Once inside, officers 
smelled marijuana and 
received permission to 
search the home. They 


found marijuana, pre¬ 
scription pills (includ¬ 
ing Percocet, Xanax and 
Suboxone) and drug para¬ 
phernalia. 

All four were charged 
with possession of mari¬ 
juana, trafficking in a con¬ 
trolled substance within 
1,000 ft of a school, and 
possession of drug para¬ 
phernalia. 

Also on Sunday, Jer¬ 
emy Frizzell, 21, of Ve¬ 
rona was arrested for 
manufacturing metham- 
phetamine, possession of 
meth precursors and pos¬ 
session of drug parapher¬ 
nalia after troopers found 
remnants of a meth lab on 
his property. He lived at 
125 Wanda Court in the 
Mars Place Subdivision. 
Police also found several 
ingredients used in mak¬ 
ing meth.

turbed Adam Lanza, 20, 
first shot and killed his 
mother as she lay in her 
bed at their home. He 
then went to the elemen¬ 
tary school armed with his 
mother’ s semi-automatic 
assault rifle and two pis¬ 
tols. He gained entrance to 
the school by shooting out 
a window. Once inside, he 


slaughtered 20 first grad¬ 
ers and six school staff 
members. Many of those 
adults, including the prin¬ 
cipal, were killed as they 
tried to protect and shield 
the children from the bul¬ 
lets. Lanza then shot him¬ 
self in the head and died 
as he heard police arrive 
at the school. 


Teachers, administra¬ 
tors and other employ¬ 
ees of Gallatin County 
schools have been par¬ 
ticularly hard hit by the 
massacre. 

“This unthinkable trag¬ 
edy in Connecticut has 
left us deeply troubled and 
sorrowful,” said Super¬ 
intendent of Schools Dot 


Perkins. “Our thoughts 
and prayers go to the 
Sandy Hook Elementary 
School community that 
was devastated by the loss 
of their children and edu¬ 
cators.” 

Perkins said the school 
system considers the inci¬ 
dent a stark reminder of 
the importance of its safe¬ 
ty procedures and check¬ 
in process for all visitors 
to Gallatin schools. 

“We want to take this 
opportunity to remind all 
our families we conduct 
regular drills, including 
those for building lock- 
downs and that we have 
locked and secure doors 
at the main entrance of 
each school,” Perkins 
said. “All visitors to our 
schools must enter and 
sign in with the school of¬ 
fice. Other exterior doors 
to the buildings remain 
locked at all times and 


Dealing with a national tragedy

This column is usually whimsical 
and lighthearted. It won’t be this week. 
My heart is feeling anything but light 
after what happened at the Sandy Hook 
Elementary School in Newtown, Con¬ 
necticut last Lriday. 

By now, we all know the facts. A de¬ 
ranged gunman armed with two pistols 
and a semi-automatic assault rifle first 
killed his mother at their home. He then 
went to the school. After shooting out a 
window to get inside, he randomly shot 
to death 20 first graders and six adults. 
Among the dead was school principal, 


Dawn Hochsprung, 47, who died while 
lunging at the gunman in an attempt to 
protect her students. 

Because of my job, I visit Gallatin 
County’s schools as much as anyone 
who is not an employee. I complained 
when the school system first installed 
new security locks and procedures at its 
doors. I don’t complain anymore. 

Like millions of people, I feel for the 
families that lost children and loved ones 
in Lriday’s rampage. I can’t imagine 
their anguish or the horror felt by those 
who survived the attack. 

Educators across the country, such as 
Gallatin County science teacher Kaycee 
Thompson, have been deeply affected 
by the senseless massacre in the quiet 
and picturesque town of Newtown. 

“I read how teachers tried to save 
their students and understand that would 


be any teacher’s first reaction,” said 
Thompson. “We’re with our kids ev¬ 
eryday. They are like our family and we 
would do anything to protect them. I’ve 
read about what went on but I can’t bear 
to look at the faces of those poor chil¬ 
dren who lost their lives. It’s more than I 
can handle right now.” 

Gallatin County’s School Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Dot Perkins said her 
prayers go out to the Sandy Hook com¬ 
munity that was devastated by the kill¬ 
ings. She said, “our students and staff are 
our most precious resources.” 

An emotional President Barack 
Obama addressed a grieving nation Sun¬ 
day night from Newtown. 

“I’m mindful that mere words cannot 
match the depth of your sorrow nor can 
they heal your wounded hearts,” Obama 
told the crowd. His words rose above 


the sound of weeping. “I can only hope 
it helps you to know that you are not 
alone in your grief.” 

It was the fourth time our president 
had to console a community rocked by 
unthinkable violence. He also assured 
the country he would wield “whatever 
power this office holds” in a quest to 
prevent future mass killings. “We can’t 
tolerate this anymore,” he said. Even 
the president’s sternest critics said the 
speech was gracious, profound and 
moving. 

I don’t know if there’s anything pol¬ 
iticians can do to stop such violence. I 
do know that, like Kaycee Thompson, 
I also can’t bear to look at the faces of 
those 20 first graders who were gunned 
down inside their supposedly secure 
school. I don’t think I’ll ever be that 
strong.

We of¬ 
ten hear him whistling, laughing, and greeting ev¬ 
eryone with “top of the morning” cheers before he 
comes in the building. 

Last week, Mr. Beecher told our library staff 
how he recently called the telephone company to 
compliment a young lady who helped with a bill¬ 
ing problem. Evidently compliments aren’t often 
received and he was connected with a manager to 
see what the problem was. 

“The gentleman couldn’t believe I went to the 
trouble of calling, only to say thanks,” said Beech¬ 
er. “The young lady had done exactly what she said 
she would do, and I wanted to say thank you!” 

While listing to NPR radio this morning during 
breakfast, I heard another uplifting story. Hayden 
Carlo was recently pulled over by police near Dal¬ 
las for having an expired registration sticker. He 
politely told the officer he knew it was expired, but 
had to make a choice: either feed his kids or get a 
new registration. The officer issued a citation, and 
when Carlo unfolded it, he found a $100 bill. 

In light of the tragic news this week about the 
murders in Connecticut, it did my heart good to 
think of this officer helping a total stranger - giv¬ 
ing sacrificially, only because he cared. 

As I reflected on this story, I realized we, too, 
have a choice. We can offer up our thoughts and 
prayers for the hundreds who are grieving and 
hurting in the after-math of the horrible shootings. 
And we can do even more than that, right where 
we are. 

Regardless of our physical, social, or monetary 
status, everyone can demonstrate kindness and 
care for those around us. It doesn’t cost a cent to 
praise someone or to say thank you. It’s very easy 
to take family, friends, and caregivers for granted, 
but how would we feel if they were suddenly taken 
away? 

Life is a precious gift, and this is the season of 
giving. Let’s remember the words of Helen Keller 
as we share this Christmas week with our fami¬ 
lies and loved ones: “The best and most beautiful 
things in the world cannot be seen, or touched, but 
are felt in the heart.” 

And I offer a challenge for each of us to per¬ 
form a random act of kindness or compliment 
someone. 

Not only will they feel better, but so will you. 

Let’s pass it on.

Fire 

Each year, more than 
4,000 Americans die and 
more than 25,000 are injured 
in fires, many of which could 
be prevented. Direct property 
loss due to fires is estimated 
at $8.6 billion annually. 

To protect yourself, it is 
important to understand the 
basic characteristics of fire. 
A fire spreads quickly; there 
is no time to gather valuables 
or make a phone call. In just 
two minutes, a fire can be¬ 
come life threatening. In five 
minutes, a residence can be 
engulfed in flames. 

Heat and smoke from 
fire can be more dangerous 
than the flames. Inhaling the 
super-hot air can sear your 
lungs. Fire produces poison¬ 
ous gases that make you dis¬ 
oriented and drowsy. Instead 
of being awakened by a fire, 
you may fall into a deeper 
sleep. Asphyxiation is the 
leading cause of fire deaths, 
exceeding bums by a three- 
to-one ratio. 

What to do Before a Fire 

The following are things 
you can do to protect your¬ 
self, your family, and your 
property in the event of a 
fire: 

Smoke Alarms 

•Install smoke alarms. 
Properly working smoke 
alarms decrease your chanc¬ 
es of dying in a fire by half. 

•Place smoke alarms on 
every level of your residence. 
Place them outside bedrooms 
on the ceiling or high on the 
wall (4 to 12 inches from 
ceiling), at the top of open 
stairways, or at the bottom of 
enclosed stairs and near (but 
not in) the kitchen. 

•Test and clean smoke 
alarms once a month and re¬ 
place batteries at least once a 
year. Replace smoke alarms 
once every 10 years. 
Escaping the Fire 

•Review escape routes 
with your family Practice 
escaping from each room. 

•Make sure windows are 
not nailed or painted shut. 
Make sure security gratings 
on windows have a fire safe¬ 
ty-opening feature so they 
can be easily opened from 
the inside. 

•Consider escape ladders 
if your residence has more 
than one level, and ensure 
that burglar bars and other 
antitheft mechanisms that 
block outside window entry 
are easily opened from the 
inside. 

•Teach family members to 
stay low to the floor (where 
the air is safer in a fire) when 
escaping from a fire. 

•Clean out storage areas. 
Do not let trash, such as old 
newspapers and magazines, 
accumulate. 

Flammable Items 

•Never use gasoline, ben¬ 
zene, naphtha, or similar 
flammable liquids indoors. 

•Store flammable liquids

in approved containers in 
well-ventilated storage ar¬ 
eas. 

•Never smoke near flam¬ 
mable liquids. 

•Discard all rags or mate¬ 
rials that have been soaked 
in flammable liquids after 
you have used them. Safely 
discard them outdoors in a 
metal container. 

•Insulate chimneys and 
place spark arresters on top. 
The chimney should be at 
least three feet higher than 
the roof. Remove branches 
hanging above and around 
the chimney. 

Heating Sources 

•Be careful when using 
alternative heating sources. 

•Check with your local 
fire department on the legal¬ 
ity of using kerosene heaters 
in your community. Be sure 
to fill kerosene heaters out¬ 
side, and be sure they have 
cooled. 

•Place heaters at least 
three feet away from flam¬ 
mable materials. Make sure 
the floor and nearby walls 
are properly insulated. 

•Use only the type of fuel 
designated for your unit and 
follow manufacturer’s in¬ 
structions. 

•Store ashes in a metal 
container outside and away 
from your residence. 

•Keep open flames away 
from walls, furniture, drap¬ 
ery, and flammable items. 

•Keep a screen in front of 
the fireplace. 

•Have heating units in¬ 
spected and cleaned annu¬ 
ally by a certified specialist. 
Matches and Smoking 

•Keep matches and light¬ 
ers up high, away from chil¬ 
dren, and, if possible, in a 


locked cabinet. 

•Never smoke in bed or 
when drowsy or medicated. 
Provide smokers with deep, 
sturdy ashtrays. Douse ciga¬ 
rette and cigar butts with wa¬ 
ter before disposal. 
Electrical Wiring 

•Have the electrical wiring 
in your residence checked by 
an electrician. 

•Inspect extension cords 
for frayed or exposed wires 
or loose plugs. 

•Make sure outlets have 
cover plates and no exposed 
wiring. 

•Make sure wiring does 
not mn under mgs, over 
nails, or across high-traffic 
areas. 

•Do not overload exten¬ 
sion cords or outlets. If you 
need to plug in two or three 
appliances, get an UL-ap- 
proved unit with built-in 
circuit breakers to prevent 
sparks and short circuits. 

•Make sure insulation 
does not touch bare electri¬ 
cal wiring. 

Other 

•Sleep with your door 
closed. 

•Install A-B-C-type 
fire extinguishers in your 
residence and teach family 
members how to use them. 

•Consider installing an 
automatic fire sprinkler sys¬ 
tem in your residence. 

•Ask your local fire de¬ 
partment to inspect your 
residence for fire safety and 
prevention. 

What to do During a Fire 

If your clothes catch on 
fire, you should: 

Stop, drop, and roll - un¬ 
til the fire is extinguished. 
Running only makes the fire 
bum faster. 

To escape a fire, you 
should: 

•Check closed doors for 
heat before you open them. 
If you are escaping through a 
closed door, use the back of 
your hand to feel the top of 
the door, the doorknob, and 
the crack between the door 
and doorframe before you 
open it. Never use the palm 
of your hand or fingers to 


test for heat - burning those 
areas could impair your abil¬ 
ity to escape a fire (i.e., lad¬ 
ders and crawling). 

Hot Door 

Do not open. Escape 
through a window. If you 
cannot escape, hang a white 
or light-colored sheet out¬ 
side the window, alerting fire 
fighters to your presence. 
Cool Door 

Open slowly and ensure 
fire and/or smoke is not 
blocking your escape route. If 
your escape route is blocked, 
shut the door immediately 
and use an alternate escape 
route, such as a window. 
If clear, leave immediately 
through the door and close it 
behind you. Be prepared to 
crawl. Smoke and heat rise. 
The air is clearer and cooler 
near the floor. 

•Crawl low under any 
smoke to your exit - heavy 
smoke and poisonous gases 
collect first along the ceiling. 

•Close doors behind you 
as you escape to delay the 
spread of the fire. 

•Stay out once you are 
safely out. Do not reenter. 
CaU 911. 

What to do After a Fire 

The following are guide¬ 
lines for different circum¬ 
stances in the period follow¬ 
ing a fire: 

•If you are with bum vic¬ 
tims, or are a bum victim 
yourself, call 911; cool and 
cover bums to reduce chance 
of further injury or infection. 

•If you detect heat or 
smoke when entering a dam¬ 
aged building, evacuate im¬ 
mediately 

•If you are a tenant, con¬ 
tact the landlord. 

•If you have a safe or 
strong box, do not try to open 
it. It can hold intense heat for 
several hours. If the door is 
opened before the box has 
cooled, the contents could 
burst into flames. 

•If you must leave your 
home because a building 
inspector says the building 
is unsafe, ask someone you 
trust to watch the property 
during your absence.

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Christmas of 1966, 
one I’ll never forget

It was the winter of 1966. 
I was in the seventh grade 
and 13 years old. Ockerman 
Junior high school had just 
opened its doors for the first 
time that fall. I was a strap¬ 
ping young farm boy who 
had a love for the outdoors. 
I lived for hunting, trapping, 
fishing and life itself. 

If it were up to me, I 
would have never left the 
farm. Everything I needed 
was there. Who needs all 
that school stuff anyway? 
My father made it plain to all 
of us kids that it didn’t mat¬ 
ter if we were 30, we would 
graduate from high school. 

There is a downfall to 
having a love for anything 
at the age of 13: You will do 
anything so you don’t lose 
getting to do what you love 
to do. I thought at 13 the 
world would stop if I could 
not mn out the back door of 
our old house and go hunting 
or set traps for everything 
from a mink to a muskrat. 

Back in those days, report 
cards from school came out 
every six weeks. They were 
not computerized. Each 
teacher, whether in math, 
science, English or history, 
had a line on the report card 
to place a grade. I can still 
see those letter grades in my 
memory today. 

It was the second six 
week period of the school 
year. Report cards came out 
right after Thanksgiving. 
Trapping and rabbit season 
had just started a week ear¬ 
lier. 

Homeroom period first 
thing in the morning, Mrs. 
Terlau gave us our report 
cards. We would turn them in 
the next day after Mom and 
Dad looked at it and signed 
the back of the card. 

As we rode the bus home 
that day, I realized Mrs. Fury 
had made a mistake on my 
math grade. She had put 
one of those F’s on my card. 
She must be mistaken. Like 
a good student, I fixed it for 
her and put the right side on 
that F and made it look like 
an A. Mom signed it and 
I was good to go. I turned 
the card into Mrs. Terlau the 
next morning. That’s when I 
found out teachers actually 
look at the report cards. 

She asked me if I changed 
the math grade Mrs. Fury 
had given me. I lied and said 
“no”. This is where my life 
changed. 

By lying you don’t just 
affect yourself, you affect so 
many around you. It always 
hurts the ones you love. 

Mrs. Terlau said she 
would have to call Mom and 
Dad and I said that would be 
fine. That night as we were 
eating supper the phone 
rang, it sounded to me louder 
than church bells, and when 
Mom answered and said, 
“Yes Mrs. Terlau my hus¬ 
band is right here.” I knew I 
had made a big mistake. 

After Dad hung up the 
phone, he said “Daniel, go to 
your room.” I left the kitchen 
so quick I don’t remember 
going up the long flight of 
stairs to the second floor. I 
do remember hearing my fa¬ 
ther’s steps coming towards 
my bedroom door and the 
deathly dread I had in my 
heart to look at him. 

As soon as he entered 
the room, he came straight 
to me. Facing me, he asked, 
“Daniel, did you change that 
grade?” 

I lied to my father and 
said “no”. Dad was not one 
to spare the rod to waste the 
child. I confessed the next 
time he asked the question 
about the grade. He then 
passed judgment and sen¬ 
tenced me. I was to bring ev¬ 
ery book home from every 
class even if I had done well 
in that class. I was allowed 
to eat with the family but 
the rest of the time I was to 
spend in my room studying. 

I didn’t even get to come 


out to do my chores. They 
were split up among my four 
siblings and this caused hard 
feelings. We had hogs and 
cattle to feed, com to pick, 
tobacco to strip and wood to 
bring in. We all had to work 
and Dad even took this from 
me. Mom was the only love 
I knew. Hunting and trap¬ 
ping did not seem so impor¬ 
tant anymore. 

Christmas break was 
coming soon and I was hop¬ 
ing Dad would give me a re¬ 
prieve. Christmas lists back 
then where never long. My 
brother Bill wanted a shot¬ 
gun, I wanted a Ben Pearson 
recurve bow to hunt deer. We 
knew we couldn’t get these 
things because they would 
cost too much money. Sissy 
always had one of those girly 
things. Brad usually wanted 
what brother Bill and I want¬ 
ed but was too young for it, 
and Ed was still playing in 
the sand pile. 

Christmas was coming, 
and I was looking forward 
to spending the day with the 
family. I looked at it differ¬ 
ently from most 13-year-old 
boys. I really wanted to be 
there. 

Christmas Day came and 
all of us went down to the 
living room where the tree 
was. Mom handed us our 
presents. Brother Bill got his 
shotgun, Sissy got her girly 
stuff, Brad got a bike, and Ed 
got some kid of toy that he 
wanted. 

I got T- shirts, underwear, 
and socks. I acted like it 
was good, and then my dad 
looked at me and said Daniel 
get back to your room. My 
heart broke as I picked up 
my gifts and walked back up 
that long stairway. I was not 
going to spend the day with 
anyone. 

It was the lowest I’ve ever 
been in my life. I thought 
Dad was the meanest man 
on the face of the earth. I did 
not understand how much I 
had hurt him and Mom and 
what I had done to my broth¬ 
ers and sister. All I saw was 
the pain I was in, not theirs. 
I was the one who had done 
wrong, not them. 

The third six-week report 
card of the school year came 
out. I was so proud and anx¬ 
ious to show Dad this report 
card. I still wasn’t an honor 
student but every grade on 
that card was real. When 
dad looked at it, he asked “I 
can assume all of these are 
real?” 

I said “Yes, sir.” He then 
brought it to my attention 
that you never have to lie 
and cheat to get ahead in life. 
I apologized to Mom and 
Dad for what I had done. I 
remember my mother cry¬ 
ing. My dad then told me 
to go up to the attic. A very 
spooky place, and get a box 
down from there. So I hur¬ 
ried back up the long flight 
of stairs that weren’t so long 
anymore. 

The attic was so dark. I 
opened the hatch and felt for 
the box. When I laid my hand 
on it and brought it through 
the hatch, my father broke 
my heart the second time. 

It was my Ben Pearson 
recurve bow. Dad and Mom 
had spent more money on 
me than any of the other 
children. After this, it made 
no difference to me, good or 
bad. You never lie. You have 
a backbone, tell the truth and 
move forward. 

Dad taught me more about 
being a man that Christmas 
than most men today will 
ever teach their sons. Blood 
cuts no ice. If your son or 
daughter is wrong correct 
them, love them, but don’t 
blame others for their mis¬ 
takes. My teachers were 
right, my Dad was right, and 
I was wrong. That Christmas 
of 1966 is one I will always 
remember and cherish. I re¬ 
ceived the greatest gift that 
year any child could ever 
get, the gift of love from a 
dad and mom.
